One point upon which The General 
laid special stress was that The Army 
was carrying out its work unswerv- 
ingly along its original direction. Pro- 
ceeding, he reminded bis hearers that 
The Army "is international In its char- 
acter and in the scope of its operation. 
We make the claim that we have no 
regard to distinction of race or color. 
It was an eminent statesman who said 
to my dear father, 'General Sooth, you 
are no longer British — you belong to 
humanity.' That claim, slightly modi- 
fied, we make for The Army. Begin- 
ning: at home witii those who are most 
needy, who moat require assistance, 
our work lias esxnancied until it has 
reached those peoples of the wo'rld 
scarcely removed from savagery, 
among whom the same principle is 
followed— that of scekiii* out thosr 
who most require help. 

"We have sot only made steady pro- 
gress ia every department of our work, 
all over the world, bat tho rate of pro- 
gress has beeaimore rapid in this de- 
cade than in any other previous ten 
years.'* 

Never a Square Meal 

The General outlined the founding 
of art irrigation colony of 2,000. in the 
Punjab. It had been said that In India 
there were between 40 and 50 million 
souls who never, from the beginning 
to the end of their lives, knew what it 
waa to have a square meal. In this ir- 
rigation cotaay matters were so or- 
ramrod that people who would nevor 
themselves have been, able to secure 
land were enabled to become ownors 
of their own properties within seven or 
eight years. 

Speaking further of The Army'o 
colonisation work, Tha General told of 



fortunate country. The Army would 
only be rendering a service ia accord- 
ance with its special policy of seeking 
out the most needy in every land- 
such as saving the girl babies that in 
China, were often thrown out and left 
on the roadway to perish; putting the 
beggars of Burnish to profitable labor; 
working among the lepers of the Dutch 
Indies; and searching among the slums 
of London for those who only needed 
on awakened conscience and a chance 
to make good, "It fs from these slums 
and the people — often tho doctors, 
teachers, architects and other formerly 
well-placed people whom misfortune 
has brought there— that we get the 
fine material from which wo work up 
our builders and leaders." 

Japanese Emperor'a Gift 
To illustrate tho appreciation which 
Army work was winning even in quar- 
ters where it might bo supposed a 
Christian organization would be handi- 
capped. The General mentioned that he 
bad received through the Japanese em- 
bassy in London a gift of £1,000 from 
the Emperor of Japan for devoting 
towards the work of The Salvation 
Army in that country. 

In conclusion Tho General said: "I 
feel I have said enough to show you 
that I am justified In the claim that 
the original impulse of The Army still 
directs Its thoughts and feelings, and 
Uiat it la working in every part of tho 
world for the blessing of those who 
have been leas fortunate In life. We 
are not only aiminjr at the high spir- 
itual well-being of those among whom 
we work, but our work is carried on 
along lines that are of the greatest 
service socially. 

■ "Tha supreme question for evory 
man," be said, "is whether lie has the 
personal revelation of a Divine Sav- 
iour. It Is in His name and by His 
strength atone that we have been, able 
to accomplish the work God has set 
us to do in every land."

How wonderfully were tho funda- 
mentals, the foundations, upon which 
The Army is built and by which it 
exists, restated and reaffirmed! Dur- 
ing years of' change these have re- 
mained unchanged. 

But, perhaps, what was of more im- 
portance than anything that was said, 
was the wonderful spirit which The 
General manifested. Ha was the liv- 
ing embodiment of that something 
known as Tho Army Spirit 1 A large 
proportion of the Officers In session 
were young, and to these this spirit 
was nothing short of revelation'. 

The effect of such gatherings cannot 
bo calculated, The blessing and power 
of them will be carried to overy corner 
of this Western land. Officers assent' • 
bled full of hope and expectation; they 
return with the thrill of the Councils 
in their hearta, and with now vigor and 
courses. The common task will take 
upon itself n new significance and sac- 
rednesa. 

The General has left us for other 
fields, but in the hearts of tho Officers 
of the Canada Went Territory is a 
debt of gratitude which can nevor ,bo 
repaid. —Observer,
